Sierra valley ia probably the richest 


and most productive as well as pictur- 
esque of all the districts tributary to 
this city. U ia almost a perfect o?al 
in shape, being 16 miles wide and 30 
miles long. Every acre of tbe 800,000 
embraced within its boundaries is till- 
able, although only one third of it is as 
yet cultivated. 
Tbe land is almost 


perfectly level, sloping gently to the 
west, where u cleavage in the snowy 
range permits the feather river to 
drain the valley. 
This gorge is one of the wonders of 


tbe mysterious Sierras. Tbe general 
aspect of tbe country would lead the 
rtsitor to believe that the waters of 
Sierra valley rightfully belonged to the 
eastern elope. 
To the west the high 


divide, capped with perpetual snow, 
seems to offer an impassable barrier to 
the river, while to tbe eastward the rise 
over tbe low divide into Long valley ia 
so slight that a bicycle may be ridden 
with ease from tbe valley floor to tbe 
watershed in half an hour. Yet the 
Beck with summit la in reality the sum- 
mit of tbe Sierras. Water that falls to 
westward of this alight uprise finds its 
way into the Pacific, 


Evidently m ages long gone Sierra 


valley was a great mountain lake, tbe 
outlet of which was to tbe eastward, as 
the succession of dry lakes, old river 
beds and general couutonr of Wathoe 
county proves. 


A great seismic disturbance opened a 


fissure in tbe Sierras and Nevada was 


robbed of a stream that would bave 
made hundreds of thousands of acres 
of arid lands productive. 


The bed of this ancient Sierran lake 


was enriched by alluvium from Us en- 
circling bills until now the valley is 
possessed of a soil tbat in some places 
is several hundred feet in depth. 


Water is not indUpensible to agricul- 


ture in this favored locality. Sufficient 
rain falls in summer to insure one crop 
of hay, aud grain is also grown with 
success in some parts of tbe valley 
without irrigation. 
This fact, how- 


ever, does not deter tbe farmer from 
making use of tbe many streams tbat 
flow down from tbe apringe and enow 
batiks. Irrigation, if more extensively 
and 
scientifically practiced, would 


make of Sierra valley one of the best 
districts in California. 


This means water storage, which 


could be successfully 
accomplished 


with comparative ease. Tbere are little 
valleys high in tbe bills whose outlets 
are narrow gorges. Hundreds of mill- 
ions of gallons of water could be held 
back by dams requiring no great en- 


eennB skill, and no considerable | 


outlay of money sod labor. During | 
the early mouths of apt Ing the valley is 
almost mandated, wlule when most 
needed tliera is little water in the 
streams. Iingation is a problem that 
is not giv-sn the amount of attention in 
this valley that it deserve?, or that it 
will have m a few years.

The Gazette we are of the opinion 


raeana to be right aa it understands it 
to be represented in political science. 
The trouble that overtakea it arises 
chiefly from a failure to preaent in 
what it aaya the broad and humani- 
tarian viswe of Democrats. The Dem- 
ocratic party of to-day ia the only 
politiual party there ia on the earth 
that takes, in the moat extended aense, 
cognizance of the rights ot man. It 
ataude squarely upon the most com-

$2,000,000 ia anfflolent to meet the 
demands ot the Forto Klcans upon the 
people of the United States, and it 
proceeds to take Democrats in Con 
gress over Republican coals because 
they would not join the trust crusade 
for the oppression of the many poor 
and afflicted people there are in that 
unfortunate island, when trust power 
is all powerful in the Doited States 
Congress.

can as applied to taxation, the effect of 
the high handed work ot the trusts 
upon the people was feared by the 
President who aent aa a sop to the 
House a message including a recomen 
dation that $2,000,000 be appropriated 
to be used by him In Forto Bico, which 
message included a $2,000,000 bid to in 
dnoo a sacrifice of one of the chief in- 
dividual rights of an American. 


The offer had no effect upon Dem- 


ocrats as they were not in Congress to 
legislate away the rigbta of the indi- 
vidual or to sell them to the trusts for 
$2,000,000 or any number of millions 
as they are, in the estimation of Dem- 
ocrats, above and beyond price. The

Progress of the Land 


Leasing Bill in 


Congress. 


Special to the JOURNAL. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Senator Bard laid before 


the Senate to-day the memorial adopted by the Pacific Stock- 
men's Association relative to leasing grazing lands, and ob- 
tained the consent oi the Senate to have the memorial printed 
in the Congressional Record. The Stockmen's Association 
urged speedy and favorable action upon the law to classify 
lands in the arid and semi-arid regions and the segregation of 
such tracts as are more valuable for grazing than for other 
purposes. 


These tracts they think should be leased for grazing lands 


to actual stock owners and owners of abutting agricultural 
lands, and the mineral lands should be reserved and such other 
rights as equalize benefits and induce agricultural settlement 
where possible and, above all, arrest rapid destruction of the 
sole value of these ranges, which consists in their natural 
grasses and other forage.
